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Social  Science 
Club  Debates  on 
Education  Bill 

In  Oxford  Flan  of  Judging  Negative 
Team  Wins  Slight  Edge  in  Debating 
Proposed  Department  of  Dducatlon 
With  Secretary. 

According  to  the  Oxford  plan  of  judg¬ 
ing  the  negative  team  had  a  slight 
edge  on  tho  affirmative  debaters  at  the 
.Social  Science  Club  mooting  last  Thurs¬ 
day  night  on  the  question:  “Resolved; 
That  Congress  shall  provide  for  a 
Secretary  of  Education  in  tho  Presi¬ 
dent’s  cabinet.’’ 

Before  the  debate  a  poll  of  tho  aud¬ 
ience  showed  thirty-six  favoring  the  af¬ 
firmative,  five  for  tho  negative,  and 
seven  undecided.  At  tho  close  of  tho 
debate  twenty-eight  voted  tho  affirma¬ 
tive,  nine  for  the  negative  and  three 
wore  still  undecided. 

The  debate  was  followed  by  an  open 
forum  discussion  on  the  s.amo  question. 

Tho  speakers  for  tho  affirmative 
contended  that  there  is  a  need  for  such 
a  secretary,  that  the  plan  is  correct  in 
theory,  and  that  such  a  plan  is  practic¬ 
able.  Tho  first  two  points  were  set 
forth  by  Burdette  Too  and  the  last  one 
by  Clarence  Bush. 

Tho  points  uphold  by  tho  negative 
speakers,  David  Max  and  Byron  Beav¬ 
ers,  wore  that  a  federal  department  of 
education  is  unnecessary  and  that  a 
federal  department,  if  created,  would 
lead  to  undesirable  results- 

Several  students,  who  had  qualified 
and  appiied  for  membership,  wore  ac¬ 
cepted. 

Refreshments  consisting  of  brick  ice¬ 
cream,  wafers,  and  stick  candy  were 
served  by  members  of  tho  club.

Olio  out  of  three.  Only  thirty -five 
per  cent. of  those  annually  admitted  to 
colk'go  ever  nchiovo  the  goal  of  a  de¬ 
gree. 

-  Outside  circumstances  intorforo  in 
many  cases,  but  university  officials 
say  that  ono-tliird  of  nil  cnsimltics  nro 
simply  a  matter  of  .Tolinnio’s  having 
flunked  out.  Extrn-eiirriciilar  activities, 
more  tliiiii  all  other  things,  are  blamed. 

Dr.  .Tohn  Grier  Ilibboii,  president  of 
Princeton  University,  says  moving  pie- 
tiiros,  posscs.sioii  of  niitoinobilos,  too 
groat  indulgences  in  outside  activitic.s, 
niid  ovcr-geiiorosity  of  parents  arc  tho 
outstanding  causes  contributing  to  the 
fniliiro  of  uiulorgrnduatcs. 

A  Willamette  University  professor 
says  ton  picrcont  of  all  Freshmen  .are 
mentally  unfit,  nnd  should  never  enter 
the  classroom.  “Formerly,”  ho  says, 
“only  bright-minded  pupils  came  to  col¬ 
lege  now,  forty  percent  of  tho  hight 
school  graduates  enter.  Too  many  coino 
not  to  grasp  knowledge,  but  because  a 
college  education  is  considered  a  social 
necessity.” 

“Too  little  sleep,  too  much  play,  not 
ciionght  study,  too  much  leisure,  fast 
o.'iting,  and  diversified  thinking  nro 
factors  that  devitalize  students  and 
are  responsible  for  the  delinquent  groups 
in  every  university,”  is  the  conclusion 
reached  by  Professor  Howard  of  North¬ 
western  University. 

Tlio  Trinity  Chronicle,  while  recog¬ 
nizing  that  lack  of  preparation  and  poor 
training  are  frequently  responsible, 
points  out  that  most  failures  result 
from  a  wrong  conception  and  attitude 
on  tho  part  of  entering  freshmen.  “Tho 
thought  of  hard  work  has  been  banish¬ 
ed  by  what  they  have  lieard  from  col¬ 
lege  acquaintances  who  have  returned 
home  during  liolidnys,  primed  to  tho 
gills  with  atlilctie  news,  and  with  t.alea 
of  pranks,  jokes  and  boasts  of  idleness. 
Hard  work  is  never  mentioned.  The  er¬ 
roneous  idea  is  formed  tbot  college  is  n 
place  where  one  spends  four  years  in 
case  and  enjoyment,  with  athletics,  so¬ 
cial  life  nnd  practical  jokes  as  the  ma¬ 
jor  attractions.” 

Many  failures  occur  bceouso  the  stu¬ 
dents  have  no  adequate  conception  of 
how  to  study.  One  educator  says  the 
failure  to  guide  and  direst  study  is  the 
■weak  point  of  our  whole  educational 
machino.  Activities  nowad.ays  le-avc  so 
little  time  for  studious  pursuits,  that 
it  is  important  for.  the  student  to  learn 
to  use  to  the  greatest  advantage  what 
over  time  lie  does  save  for  this  less- 
popular  but  necessary  side  of  college 
life.  Interesting  in  this.coiineetion  is  a 
recent  book  by  Wiirmin  Allan  Brooks  on 
‘  ‘  How  to  Study  ’  ’  wliicli  lias  been  issued 
by  the  American  Student  Publishers.

^Misa  Shepherd,  speaking  at  Asiemb- 
..  ly  last  week,  gave  a  brief  analysis 
of  tho  now  education  biil  now  before 
Congress  and  pointed  out  the  advant¬ 
ages  to  edueatlou  if  tite  proposed 
,  measure  beeoinea  a  tow, 

1  The  ehlef  purpose  of  ihls  bill  is  to 
I,  create  a  Department  of  Education 
under  the  direettoa  of  a  Beeretary  of| 


Education  to  bo  appointed  by  tho 
president  with  tho  consent  of  tho 
Sonntc. 

This  bill  would  nid  tho  people  of  tho 
scvornl  states.  Miss  Shepherd  pointed 
out,  in  establishing  and  maintaining 
more  efficient  schools  and  school  sys¬ 
tems,  developing  adequate  curriculum 
and  research  undortnkon  in  tho  fol¬ 
lowing  phases  of  education:  rural,  el¬ 
ementary,  secondary,  liighor,  physical, 
adult,  immigrant,  and  special  educa¬ 
tion  for  tho  mentally  or  physically  1 
handicapped.  ,  I 

Miss  Shepherd  said  that  some  have  | 
objected  to  this  bill,  saying  that  tho 


Constitution  says  nothing  about  a  De¬ 
partment  of  Education,  However, 
Congress  has  passed  many  educational 
bills,  such  ns  those  setting  nsido  cer¬ 
tain  sections  nnd  swamp  and  saline 
lands  for  cdiicntionnl  purposes,  tho 
Morrill  nnd  Hatch  Acts,  tho  Smith- 
Lover  and  Smith-Huglios  Acts,  nnd 
many  others, 

“Wo  need  this  Department  of  Edu¬ 
cation  to  intorgrnto  tho  various  edu¬ 
cational  activities  of  tho  nation,” 
MIm  Sliepherd  stated.  “Tho  real  pur- 
po.so  of  nil  departments  of  tho  govern¬ 
ment  is  to  secure  n  realization  of  nat¬ 
ional  needs  nnd  interests.  It  is  said 


that  a  Department  of  Education  will 
cause  too  much  centralization.  lias  it 
done  so  in  tho  other  departments?  Wo 
need  a  Department  of  Education  to 
confer,  in  a  competent  manner,  with 
tho  other  departments  regarding  odu- 
entionnl  undertakings.  It  is  hooded  to 
give  to  education  tho  dignity,  status, 
nnd  infiticnco  that  it  should  have  in 
a  democracy.” 

“As  .someone  has  so  aptly  said,” 
concluded  Miss  Shepherd,  “to  put  tho 
seal  of  the  nation’s  approval  upon  tho 
most  important  enterprise  dn  vdiioh 
the  people  ns  a  whole  aro  interested 
and  engaged.”
